Being in charge 
of **Y’* work at the front fora time 

he wasjable to give first-hand facta, 

One of the best reasons for 
supporting the Red Triangle fund 
throughout the country is that 
the Y.M.C.A, is Otganizing an ef- 
fort to extend its usefulness into 
the small towns and country dis- 
tricts; Everyone knows how 
much good the Y.M.C.A. did at 
the front; how it spent hundreds 
of thousands of dollars on ath- 
letic equipment, theatres, cine- 
mas, shows, concert parties, 
books and magazines, and many 
other comforts for the fightin 
soldiers, The canteens of the v 
M.C.A. were operated at exactly 
the game scale of prices to the 
soldiers as the army canteens, but 
in addtion to that the Y.M.C.A. 
gave back to the battalions jin the 
corps area in France 5 per cent. 
of the gross sales in their can- 
teens to be used in providing spe- 
cial comforts for the men, 7 

_In addition to the chaplain ser- 
vice, the Canadian Y/M.C.A. was 
the mainstay of the morals of the 
Canadian army, -It did a work 
which no other organization

In addition to its military acti- 
vities, the Y.M/C.A. is endeavor- 
ing to extend its system of en- 
tertainment an d__ training 
throughout the country districts, 
particularly in connection with 
‘he work among the ‘boys, and is 
undertaking a regular campaign 
with this end in view. Such an 
effort should have the generous 
support of the country, 

The Red Triangle, CampSign, 
which opened on May 5th, calls 
upon Alberta for $106,500, but 
$170,000 will be spent iin Alberta 
during the present year on na- 
tional Y.M°C.A. effort. It is hop- 
ed that throughout all districts of 
thé province a generous response 
will be made.

Unloading Grain 
By Air Power 


The two powerful floating pneuma- 
tic. grain elevators, recently put . into 
service at the port of London are ad- 
mirable examples of modern British 
labor-saving equipment, Each eleva- 
tor floats on a 60-foot pontoon carry- 
ing a 220 horse power oil engine 
which drives a ‘high speed) turbo-ex- 
haustor by means of which a partial 
vacuum is caused in a suction pipe 
line, The air rushing in at the free 
end of the line sucks up the grain 
from the vessel's hold and deposits it 
in a receiving chamber, from which 
it ig discharged through a valve and 
thereafter handled mechanically. Two 
stiction pipes are provided with each 
float and they are raised and lowered 
by means of an electric winch driven 
y an explosion-proof electric motor. 
A similar type of motor( rendered 
necessary by the inflammable dust 
raiséd in handling grain) drives an 
elevator which delivers the grain in- 
to a weigh house, where the grain is 
automatically weighed, Thence It 
passes through shoots into sacks or 
into hopper barges alongside the fion- 
toon, ‘A 35 horse power oil engine 
supplies the current for power and 
lighting’ purposes. All the plant and 
equipment were British throughout. 
Pneumatic. elevators of this type not 
only save labor by thoroughly clean- 
ing out a ship’s hold without  re- 
trimmitig, but they are much health- 
ier for the workmen than any other 
equipmient, as special machinery is 
ised for extracting the dust.

Aviation Grounds 
In Ireland Are Superb 


Admitted by Experts to Be One of 
Best in United Kingdom 

Belfast. — Ireland, by reason of its 
geographical position, will play an 
important part in the development of 
travelling by airship. There is now 
being rapidly completed at Alder- 
grove, County Antrim, a magnificent 
airdrome, which will probably be one 
of the stations for the trans-Atlantic 
flight and later on the Ulster centre 


for the expected postal service and 
pleasure acrial . cruisers. Twelve 
months ago the park, which is 23 


miles from Belfast by rail, was agri- 
cultural land; today it is admitted by 
experts, who have inspected it, to 
be one of the best aviation grounds 
in the United Kingdom, 

It was only at the end of June last 
that a start was made with the work, 
and in spite of the bad weather and 
the lack of skilled labor, the 400 acres 
which constitute the park, were clear- 
ed and drained.

dritain. New types of engine were 
j rapidly evolyed for this unusual form 
of transport; and Sir Douglas Haig 
has testified to the remarkable effi- 
ciency of the locomotives and other 
equipment turned out in large quanti- 
ties at short notice. The success of 
the British locomotive works in this 
phase of military engineering is due 
in part to the fact that for many 
years they have been turning out lo- 
comotives for every Variety of special 
purpose—mines, quarrics, docks, plan- 
tations, factories and so on—in every 
part of the world. The experience 
they have gained during the war will 
be therefore of positive assistance in 
solving the transport problems of 
countries overseas. Moreover, the 
war has increased their productive 
capacity and encourag<d the adoption 
of means for achieving a more rapid 
output of locomotives with steel and 
other metals of the highest grade and 
machined within the fincst limits 
precision,

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


LESSON FOR MAY 11—SIN AND 
ITS CONSEQUENCES 


An outlook upon the world proves 
that man is not what he should be. 
Then, too, apart from gospel influ- 
ence there is no sign of improvement. 
The only way of accounting for the 
discrepancy between what man is and 
what he should be is by the fall, This 
is the way that the Bible accounts for 
it. The introduction of sin is the 
answer. 

1, The Temptation (Gen, 3:1-6), 

Man possessed a free will, in the 
exercise of which he turned away 
from God and his commandment. This 
was done at the instance of the devil 
working through the serpent, He did 
not appear as he really was, but in 
disguise. The method employed was 
(1) finding the woman while alone; 
(2) insinuating doubt into her mind 
as to God’s word and love. At his 
suggestion she began to believe that 
God did not mean what he said, and 
that he was unkind in placing restric- 
tions upon them. In this the devil 
slandered God, even accusing the Al- 
mighty of jealousy and fraud. (3) 
Appeal to innocent appetite. (4) She 
gazed upon the fruit which God had 
forbidden. Looking soon begat lust. 
(5) She lusted after that which God 
had forbidden, That which God has 
forbidden should not be looked at 
lest the flesh should lust for it. 

2, The Fall (3:6-8). { 

From lusting to indulgence was a 
short step. This act of disobedience 
has brought on all the world’s woe 
and misery, Eve not only disobeyed, 
but involved Adam in her sin, <As- 
piring to be gods, they became the 
slaves of sin, They came to know 
good and evil, but by sad experience, 
They knew sin without the power to 
free themselves from it, 

3. The Consequences of the 
(3:9-24). 

1, The disturbed relationship with 
God (v. 9, 10). The familiar inter- 
course which man enjoyed with the 
Almighty was marred and broken by 
sin, Sin makes life intolerable in the 
divine presence,. Adam and Eve not 
only hid from God's presence, but 
Adam began to make excuses and 
even laid the blame on God, i 

2. The serpent was degraded and 
henceforth became a type of sin and 
Satan (vy. 14; cf. Num. 21:9; John 3: 
14; Rey. 12:9). This doom was pro- 
nounced without trial, In the case of 
man it was not so, 

3, The undying enmity between 
the two seeds (v. 15; cf. John 8:40- 
45; Matt. 23:33). The antagonism 
thus begun reached its climax in ‘the 
crucifixion of Christ. Satan's seed has 
been ever since endeavoring to des- 
troy the Lord’s work afd his work- 
ers, 


Fall 


4, The ultimate victory of the wo- 
man's seed (vy, 15), Satan harassed 
the woman's seed; bruised his heel, 
but finally the stroke was made which 
crushed the serpent’s head (John 12: 
31; Heb. 2:14; 1 John 3:8), This was 
the first gleam of the glorious light 
of the gospel of Christ. The victory 
was marvelous, but the cost was in- 
finite (Isa, 53; 2 Cor. 5:21), 

5. Judgment upon the waman (v. 
16), This relates to her as a wife and 
mother; also to her subordination to 
man, This is God’s decree, and all 
efforts of frecing one’s self from it 
are fighting against God. 

6. Man's new relationship to the 
earth (vy, 17-19). The earth was 
cursed on his account, Because of the 
rank growth of 
man must inake an increased effort to 
exist. Man with his sinful nature 
would be in a bad state without the 
necessity of toil (Rom, 8:19-22), 

7, Death (v. 19), This Includes 
physical and spiritual death—both the 
result of sin, 

8. Expulsion from the garden (v. 
24). This was an act of great mercy, 
To have partaken of the tree of life 
and live forever in a sinful state 
would have been intolerable,

They should 
not, and they do not, escape the pen- 
alty of their crimes when peace is 
made, Such crimes as the murder 
of the passengers and crew of the 
Leinster should not go unpunished 
The way for the punishment is al- 
ready open; it has been pointed out 
by the United States in the case of 
Captain Henry Wirz, who was tried

place before a military conimission

A 
tablespoonful cf fine breadcrumbs 
may be added to make the sardines 
go facther. 

Bmoked Haddock Sandwich.—Bofl 
@ Gried haddook till tender, remove 
all bones, chop finely, season with 
galt and pepper, and spread on rather 
thiok bread and butter. This is a 
little known sandwich. 

Salmon Sandwich.—These are liked 
by all. Turn a small tin o° salmon 
lato a basin, beat well with a fork, 
add a large teaspoonful of bread: 
crumbs, one teaspoonful of made mus- 
tard, pepper and salt to taste, and 
beat well together, adding enough 
vinegar to make into a smooth paste.

He narrated 
that in the winter of 1914-16 about 
7,000 Sikhs returned to India from 
the western part of the United States 
and Canada. They were imbued with 
revolutionary {deas and were doubt 
less under the impression that the 
whole country was ready to rise, 
They made their way up country and 
arrived in the Punjab. They commit. 
ted all sorts of excesses, not stopping 
at murder. This was in February, 
1916, 

Not only did they fail to subvert the 
population, but when the Government 
took in hand the task of suppressing 
disorders and hunting dowd the per 
petrators, it was invariably assigted 
by Sikh peasants, who, in numberless 
oases, themselves seized and handed 
over the guilty parties to the authori- 
ties in the Punjab. These returned 
Sikhe were undoubtedly parties to 9 
conspiracy which had for its object 
to cause a general rising and seize 
in the first instance, Ferozepore Ar 
senal, It was through the unfailing 
loyalty of the native population to 
the British Rajah that the conspiracy 
eame to nought.

For Soldiers 


Special Privileges Granted to Return- 
ed Men in Saskatchewan 


In order to enable soldiers return- 
ing to civilian life to enter upon a 
fairly remuncrative line of work, even 
though it may be only for a tempor- 
ary period, the mihister of education 
announces that any of the Saskatche+ 
wan soldiers who wish to engage in 
teaching will be permitted to do so 
provided they have satisfactory aca- 
demis standing, Such soldiers holding 
at least third class diplomas or equiv- 
alent standing will, upon submitting 
a certificate of honorable discharge, 
be granted provisional certificates 
valid in any rural school in the pro- 
vince for a year. Furthermore, if the 
inspector's report’ on their work in 
the school room is satisfactory, Such 
soldiers will be granted permanent 
teaching certificates without being re- 
quired to attend the provincial Nor- 
mal school.

The preparatory details will begin 
soon after the signing of the treaty
